What CBS put on the screen 


Wednesday apparently was a 
rough-draft 
Mexican 


documentary with dtefeinted, 
action and poor eftjor. 


The documentary should 


have concentrated on the 
central theme—the expulsion of 
one of the ancient Altec gods 
and the. legend that he had 
vowed to return in the guise of a 
white man, and the Aztecs 
mistook the invader Cortes for 
that god.

This was in the documentary, 


but obscured by confusing 
battle scenes. 


The Cortez-Montesuma tale 


was done in the grand manner 
some yeai« ago by an American 
film company starring the late 
Tyrone Power, ft was a credit 
to U.S. entertainment. Wed- 
nesday's documentary was not. 
I could have written a better 
scenario myself.

( AP) — The men of Apollo 17 
streaked toward the moon 
today, leaving behind the cares 
of a cranky computer that dtfc 


three hours. They left on man's 
last planned 20th century lunar 
voyage with a liftoff lightshow 
which turned earth's night to 
noon. 


"Good show, babe! Little 


late, but good show!" cried a 
relieved and elated commander 
Eugene A. Ceman as he and 
crewmatea Dr. Harrison H. 
"Jack" Schmitt and Ronald E. 
Evans rocketed away from 
Cape Kennedy. 


"We had to work at it," said 


Mission Control. "Glad we 
made it." 


"Guess who else is," said a 


happy Jack Schmitt. a Har- 
vard-trained geologist who be- 
came the first American scien- 
tist in space. 


Truman listed in 
critical condition 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - For 


mer 
President 
Harry 
S. 


Truman, fighting congested 
lungs and a weakened heart, 
remained on the critical list 
today after spending a restful 
night with his wife and daugh- 
ter at his bedside.. 


A spokesman at Research 


Hospital and Medical Center 
said at 7:15 a.m. EST that 
Truman's "vital signs continue 
to be stable as they have been 
during 
the 
night. 
His 


temperature 
has decreased 


slightly to 101 degrees. Respira- 
tion and cardial function are 
stable." 


The hospital said Truman's 


wife and daughter toft the hos- 
pital about 6: IS a.m., "with no 
scheduled time of return an- 
nounced." 


Earlier this morning the hos- 


pital said that thud ia the far- 
mer president's lungs had di- 
minished and that attending 
physicians were "optimistic" 
about the chances of removing 
him from the critical list 


At one point Wednesday 


night, Truman's temperature 
was reported as 102.8. 


Dr.Wilson Milter, consluting 


internist, was quoted in an ear- 
ly morning medical bulletin as 
saying he is "satisfied with his 
cardiac situation at present." 


Late Wednesday night, the 


hospital said the 88-year-old 
Truman had been in "a deep 
stupor." An early morning bul- 
letin did not mention the word 
"stupor." 


The hospital quoted Dr. Wal- 


lace Graham, Truman's person- 
al physician, as saying it was 
"difficult to differentiate ... 
between induced sedation and 
actual unconsciousness or 
coma." 


Mrs. 
Clifton 
Daniel, 


Truman's only child, arrived at 
the hospital shortly after mid- 
night and went to the former 
president's room on the sixth 
Boor. Truman's wife Bess also 
was at ins bedside. 


Mrs. Daniel later told news- 


man she has "great faith" her 
father will survive. 


She said her father "is asleep 


... resting comfortably and 
breathing easily. He's a strong 
man, 
and he's gotten over 


worse things. He is in serious 
condition but he has been be- 
fore." 


Truman was admitted to the 


hospital late Tuesday. The ini- 
tial diagnosis was pulmonary 
congestion. At that time, hU 
condition was described as fair. 


By Wednesday morning, the 


former President was described 
in serious condition, and an ad- 
ditional diagnosis of bronchitis 
had been made.

The sjnooth flight was ble-

An alarm system in the cabin 
of the spacecraft was sounding 
without reason whenever the

threw certain 


switches. Ceman also reported 
for a time that not all the latch- 
es which lock the command 
module and the lunar module 
together had operated. 


Mission Control said the 


alarm system problem was not 
serious enough to affect the 
mission and the uncooperative 
latch later took hold. 


It was a more serious prob- 


lem earlier, however, that de- 
layed Apollo 17's launch. Offi- 
cials on the ground said the lost 
time would be recovered by a 
speeded up voyage to lunar or- 
bit and Monday's moon landing 
would occur at the originally 
scheduled time. 


A computer which refused to 


acknowledge a manual signal 
from launch control technicians 
caused the Apollo 17 countdown 
to stop less than a half minute 
before the huge Saturn ft rock- 
ets were to ignite. 


Battling against time, engi- 


neers at Cape Kennedy and at 
the Marshall SpacefUght Center 
at Huntsville, Ala., quickly de- 
veloped and tested a plan to 
outwit the confused computer. 
The new system worked and 
Apollo 17 blaasd into space at 
12:3f*S4n. fiJBYJoas than an 
now before the ever-changing 
position of sun, earth and moon 
would have forced a J4-hour 
postponement. 


Despite the countdown, the 


launch was smooth and spec- 
tacular. 


While hundreds of thousands 


of persons watched from Cape 
Kennedy viewing areas, the 38- 
story Saturn 5 rocket lifted 
slowly, majestically from its 
nest of concrete and steel, 
climbing into a nearly clear, 
black Florida sky. 


For more than six minutes, 


the rocket's 2,200-foot tail of 
flame burned away the dark- 
ness and lighted the sand flats 
and Atlantic beaches where the 
awed crowds watched. 


After orbiting earth for near- 


ly three hours, the astronauts 
re-ignited the third stage of 
their Saturday 5 rocket. The 
powerful thrust sent them hurt- 
ling out of earth's gravity 
grasp and put them firmly on 
their way to the moon. 


About an hour later, at 5:30 


a.m. EST, the astronauts freed 
their command ship from the 
third-stage rocket, which is 
called the S4B. The spacemen 


turned their cone-shaped craft 
and linked its pointed nose with 
the lunar module, which still 
nested in the SIB. 


After securing three latches 


which had earlier failed to en- 
gage properly, the astronauts 
/*!vated a spring system 
•which ejected the combined 
command ship America and lu- 
nar module Challenger from 
the S4B. 


"Oh, boy," said Evans hap- 


pily. "Here we go. It came 
right out of there." 


The S4B spent rocket stage 


was maneuvered away from 
the command ship and then or- 
dered by radio signals to vent 
its remaining 
oxygen and 


hydrogen. 


The venting sent the rocket 


hull speeding away, toward the 
moon. The S4B will crash into 
the lunar surface on Sunday, 
causing seismic waves that will 
excite instruments left on the 
moon by previous Apollo mis- 
sions. 


Apollo 17's destination is a 


valley of the moon thought to 
have been carved by lunar vol- 
canoes. Cernan, the silver-hair- 
ed, 38-year-old mission com- 
mander, and Schmitt, a geolo- 
gist on the most important field 
trip of his life, will guide the 
lunar module they call Chal- 
lenger to a moon landing 
among ancient mountains. 


The landing is scheduled for 


2.55p.m. EST Monday 


The site, called Taurus-Lit- 


trow for nearby moon features, 
is thought to contain rocks and 
dust that will be among the old- 
est and youngest on the moon.

Wholesale prices accelerate sharply

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


rise in wholesale prices accel- 
erated sharply in November, 
dampening the Nixon adminis- 
tration's hopes that inflation 
has been brought under control, 
government 
officials said 


today. 


The tabor Department's Bu- 


reau of tabor Statistics report- 
ed that the wholesale price in- 
dex rose six-tenths of one per 
cent, both on an adjusted and 
unadjusted basis, last month. It 
was the biggest increase in 
wholesale prices since July and 
it reversed a recent trend on 
slower price increases at the 
wholesale level. 


The index was pushed up by 


price increases of fresh vege- 
tables, eggs and dairy prod- 
ucts, cars and furniture, lum- 
ber, leather and some textile 
products. Also contributing to 
the rise were increases in the 
prices of coal, hides and akini, 
and natural gas. 


The report means that it will 


be difficult for President Nixon

was 31 years ago today when 
planes from a Japanese carrier 
armada crippled the U.S. Pacif- 
ic Fleet here, but the anni- 
versary of the attack is being 
observed quietly.

ors at sunset and a wreath lay- 
ing aboard the USS Arizona 
memorial by 20 members of the 
Pearl Harbor Survivors Associ- 
ation.

The Navy, which planned no 


ceremonies for this year, said 
the normal one-hour weekday 
boat tours of the harbor and 
the shuttle boats to the me- 
morial will be conducted as 
usual. 


Veterans organizations and 


private citizens were invited by 
the Navy, however, to present 
wreaths at the memorial during 
the day. 


The site of the attack, which 


shocked Americans on Dec. 7, 
1941, and brought the United 
States into World War II, today 
Li a point of interest to the 
thousands of Japanese tourists 
who visit the islands in greater 
numbers each year.

In the six months that ended 


in November, wholesale prices 
went up at a seasonally adjust- 
ed annual rate of 5.7 per cent. 
That rate has slowed somewhat 
in the last 3 months, mainly be- 
cause the 
index declined 


slightly in October on an un- 
adjusted basis. 


The report showed that Nix- 


on's wage-price controls have. 
failed to bring wholesale prices 
down modi, if at all. During" 
the first year of the controls, 
the index increased at an an- 
nual rate of 5.4 per cent. The 
bureau said this figure com- 
pares with a 5.2 per cent rate 
of increase in wholesale prices 
in the 8 months before Nixon 
froze wages and prices August 
15, 1971. 


The bureau said price rises in 


industrial commodities were 
three-tenths of one per cent on 
an unadjusted basis and four- 
tenths of one per cent adjusted. 
The index of industrial com- 
modities is considered one of 
the most sensitive measure! of 
inflation in the economy. 


Prices of farm products and 


processed foods and feeds went 
up 1.6 per cent. This figured to 
be 1.4 per cent when the bureau 
statisticallydiscoun ted seasonal 
influences.

Court nixes union power 


WASHINGTON (AP) - On 


an 8-1 vote the Supreme Court 
ruled today it is illegal for la- 
bor'[Mima 'rt'WJF member*' 
who quit during a strike and re- 
turned to their jobs. 


"When a member lawfully re- 


signs from the union its power 
over him ends." said Justice 
William O. Douglas in a case 
from New Hampshire. Justice 
Harry A. Blackmun, alone, 
voted to support the Textile 


Workers Union, AFLOO, in a 
dispute with 31 ex-members. 


The 31 workers dropped out 


of the union during a strike •* 
the Naatiiia plant of the Inter- 
national Paper Box Machine 
Co. in 1968-69. 


After they returned to their 


jobs the union tried to fine 
them a day's wages for each 
day worked, but the National 
Labor Releations Board held 
the fines were illegal under the 
1947-Tatt-Hartley law. 


Wife of Marcos is stabbed 


MANILA (AP) - A dark-suit- 


ed man slashed President Fer- 
dinand 
E. 
Marcos' 
wife, 


Imelda, today with a foot-long 
bolo knife as she was con- 
gratulating winners of a beau- 
tit ic at ion contest. 


A helicopter took Mrs. Mar- 


cos to the Makati Medical Cen- 
ter where she was reported 
"safe ... out of danger." The 
hospital said the 42-year-old 
first lady of the Philippines was 
slashed on her arms and hands 
and lost a lot of blood. 


Guards shot and killed the as- 


sailant, who was not imme- 
diately identified. 


Dr. Constantino Manahan, di- 


rector of the medical center, 
said: "The first lady suffered 
several slashing and pene- 
trating wounds in the left and 
right arms. None of them are 
very serious. She is definitely 
out of danger." 


The attack occurred at an 


amusement park in Pasay City, 
adjoining Manila. 


Mrs. 
Marcos 
was con- 


gratulating the winners of the 
contest, who were lined up to 
shake hands with her. The at- 
tacker, wearing a dark suit, 
was in the line. 


Mrs. Marcos had just shaken 


several hands when the man 
suddenly pulled a knife from 
his belt, charged at her anrl ap- 
peared to shove the knife into 
her breast. 


As onlookers shrieked in hor- 


ror. Mrs. Marcos fell to the 
ground, and the man appeared 
10 follow her down. 


Guards pulled him away and 


then killed him. 


The award ceremony was 


being televised live, and the at- 
tack was seen by the Manila 
TV audience. 


A statuesque beauty 
who 


takes an active part in her hus- 
band's political career, Mrs. 
Marcos has shared in the con- 


troversy generated by her hus- 
band's maneuvers to remain in 
power. 


Marcos, a war hero, was 


elected president in 1965 and 
re-elected in 1969, but the con- 
stitution barred him from a 
third term. For a time there 
was speculation that his wife 
would be a candidate to suc- 
ceed him, but instead a con- 
stitutional convention wrote a 


new constitution replacing the 
presidential system of govern- 
ment with a parliamentary sys- 
tem of the British type. 


Marcos declared martial law 


on Sept. 22, charging that a 
Communist rebellion was in the 
offing. A month later the gov- 
ernment announced that it had 
foiled a plot to kill the presi- 
dent in which several Ameri- 
cans were implicated.

Big Ten joins war 
against U.S. 
Olympic Committee 


CHICAGO (AP) - The Big 


Ten has become the first athlet- 
ic conference to join 
the 


NCAA's war against the U.S. 
Olympic Committee. 


Announcement the conference 


was dropping its USOC mem- 
bership—worth a modest 3 
votes in the wide Olympic con- 
trol spectrum—was the biggest 
news to emanate from the Big 
Ten's 3-day winter meeting 
which ended yesterday. 


It was the initial grass roots 


backing of the NCAA which last 
October broke off from the 
USOC capping a long and bitter 
feud over conduct of the Olym- 


pic program. 


Commissioner Wayne Duke 


said the action was not a con- 
ference boycott of the Olympic 
movement and that individual 
athletes, coaches and member 
schools were free to cooperate 
in future Olympic activity. 


"The Big Ten simply joins 


the NCAA in stressing the com- 
plete failure of the USOC in its 
operational procedure," said 
Duke. "This is no intention to 
impair or destroy the Olympic 
movement, but we hope this ac- 
tion will help precipitate Con- 
gressional or other remedial,, 
action."

Doubling of staff in 
White House noticed

CAMP DAVID, Md. (AP) - 


(Resident Nixon's move to 
slash the White House staff is 
spurred by little-noticed statis- 
tics showing that executive-of- 
fice employment has doubled in 
his first term. 


Nixon himself acknowledged 


last week that the "White 
House staff has grown rather 
like Topsy." He promised that 
as he shakes up the bureau- 
cracy and trims personnel "the 
biggest cuts will be made in the 
White House staff itself." 


The President gave no fig- 


ures on White House employ- 
ment or on the size of the pro- 
posed cutback. Neither would 
White House spokesmen. 


But an examination of month- 


ly reports published by the Civ- 
il Service Commission shows 
that since Nixon moved into the 
White House in January 1969 
the executive-office staff has in- 
creased from 1,748 to 3,362. 


More than 1,000 of the new 


employes were added to the ex- 
ecutive office rolls during a 12- 
month period when federal 
agencies faced a presidentially 
ordered 5-per-cent cutback. 


The sharp upswing in execu- 


tive-office 
employment also 


bucked the government-wide 
trend. When Nixon came into 
office, there were 2,948,393 fed- 
eral civilian employes, nearly 
200,000 more than now. 


The columns of fine print in 


the monthly personnel reports 
include the more than 600 em- 
ployes of the White House of- 
fice—the aides and advisers 
closest to the President—as 
well as staffers in a variety of 
offices, councils, and commis- 
sions grouped under the head- 
ing "the executive office of the 
President." 


White House officials say— 


and the statistics confirm—that 
a portion of the increase can be 
attributed to new functions 
taken on by the executive of- 
fice. 


These include, for example, 


the Cost of Living Council set 
up to police wage-price con- 
trols. At last report, the council 
had grown from 0 to 966 em- 
ploves in less than a year. 


Officials also cited a change 


in bookkeeping methods as a 
reason for the upswing in em- 


ployment statistics. Until 1970, 
they said, presidents had ob- 
scured the size of their person- 
al staffs by having salaries 
paid through other agencies or 
through the White House "spe- 
cial projects" fund. 


Nixon ordered that all his 


White House employes be listed 
as such, one spokesman said, 
"in the interest of candor and 
accuracy." 


Thus, the reported size of the 


elite White House office staff 
jumped suddenly from about 
250 to about 500. At last report 
it had grown to 606. 


Major increases occurred 


elsewhere in the executive of- 
fices unrelated to any change 
in bookkeeping methods.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I feel 


c o m p e l l e d to write after 
reading your recent articles 
on low blood sugar. This dis- 
order has colored much of 
my life. One doctor removed 
my appendix in hopes of re- 
ducing chronic stomach dis- 
comfort and the appendix 
was healthy. I have been 
hospitalized four times and 
consulted with two psychia- 
trists, and have been sub- 
jected to sleep treatments as 
well. 


My most traumatic experi- 


ence occurred 10 years ago 
after I had been H years in 
religious t e a c h i n g in the 
Order of Franciscan Monks. 
I had my most serious bouts 
of what I now know was low 
blood sugar and was hospi- 
talized. My w o r s t experi- 
ences occurred when 1 ate 
too little or the wrong things. 


One doctor tested me for 


low blood sugar but only did 
a three-hour test, maintain- 
ing that it wasn't necessary 
to do a longer sugar toler- 
ance test. As you w o u l d 
know, the findings were in 
the normal range. Later I 
went to an excellent clinic 
and they gave me a sugar 
tolerance test for a much 
lonaer period and the low 
blood sugar was significant 
during the f o u r t h hour. I 
wanted to write and suggest 
that anybody who has this 
problem and is tested for it 
should be wary of a short 
test. They should have one 
that is at least four hours 
long

Of course, if a serious 
episode of low blood sugar 
occurs early in the test, it is 
not necessary to continue 
the procedure. 


Although many cases of 


low blood sugar are caused 
by living habits, including 
improper diet, there are rare 
cases caused by other prob- 
lems. To detect these some- 
times l o n g e r tests are 
needed. Low blood sugar and 
many other problems that 
people experience are often 
related to some of their liv- 
ing habits particularly diet 
a n d c a n f r e q u e n t l y 
be c o r r e c t e d . W h e n 
this 
is 
true, 
this 
is a 


much better approach than 
administering medicines and 
not correcting the underlying 
problem. Many of the people 
who have a dietary problem 
do very well on a diet which 
restricts the amount of sugar 
and sweets in the diet and 
starchy foods with an in- 
crease in the portion of their 
diet from proteins and some 
fat. More f r e q u e n t small 
meals often help some indi- 
viduals too. 


Not all cases of low blood 


sugar are caused by diet 
Some people can't absorb 
food properly from the diges- 
tive tract. Emotional factors 
contribute to the cause in 
s o m e instances. Prolonged 
fasting and physical exhaus- 
tion can also be a cause. One 
should not assume the prob- 
lem is low blood sugar with- 
out a proper medical evalu- 
ation.

ploratory talks on Jan. 31. 


U.S. officials say the NATO

Could ask for 
death penalty 
for a 'pusher' 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - As a 


prosecuting 
attorney, 
Sam 


Weems of Stuttgart told a com- 
mittee of legislators Wednesday 
that he could "in good con- 
science" ask for the death pen- 
city for a "hard-core" drug 
pusher if such a penalty exist- 
ed. 


The committee is conducting 


a hearing on drug problems in 
the state and whether there is a 
need for additional drug-control 
legislation. 


"There is not a penalty 


strong enough for this type of 
individual," Weems said. Later, 
however, he said he was not 
advocating institution of the 
death penalty for pushing 
drugs, but that a stem penalty 
should be available because of 
"what they do to these Uds - 
they're producing a menace 
and 
turning it 
loose on 


society." 


Weems said there had been 


an increase of 8 to » per cent 
In crime in Ua district and that 
it was the direct result of the 
drug problem. 


"They are young people by 


and large who are committing 
crimes to support their habit," 
the prosecutor said. He said the 
"drug problem goes the whole 
gamut of our society in our dis- 
trict—the rich, poor black and 
white." 


Weems called for an overhaul 


of the penalty provisions of the 
state's drug control law. He 
also said facilities should be de- 
veloped to treat young addicts. 


He said he did not think the 


present drug control law was 
strong enough on pushers. He 
endorsed the new provision in 
the law providing for a "rebut- 
table presumption" that a par- 
son who posseaes a certain 
amount of illegal drugs pos- 
atsMs it for sale, a felony of- 
fense.

Manpower, money are 
two problems facing 
air carrier airports

Manpower and money arc 


two problems mast air carrier 
airports in Arkansas must solve 
to comply with new federal re- 
quirements for increased secur- 
ity against hijackings. 


In the end, the passenger 


likely will pay. 


Eddie Holland, state aero- 


nautics director, said in an in- 
terview that federal money is 
practically a necessity if some 
Arkansas airports are to meet 
the standards. 


"We're all in favor of this 


added security, because it will 
take something drastic to stop 
the hijacking," he said. 


"But 
I think the federal gov- 


ernment should certainly be in- 
volved on the financial cost of 
it," Holland added. "They 
should not burden the indivitual 
airports. Some just barely get 
by, as it is." 


Transportation 
Secretary 


John A. Volpe announced in 
Washington, D.C., this week 
new regulations involving the 
presence of law enforcement 
personnel at passenger check- 
points and the use of electronic 
search devices for detecting 
metal, .such as that which com- 
poses the parts of guns or 
bombs. 


Such electronic screening is 


not applied in blanket fashion 
in Arkansas, but generally is 
reserved for passengers who 
meet a "hijacker profile," air 
line officials said. 


Some airlines operating in 


Arkansas do not have elec- 
tronic screening equipment at 
airports they serve. 


Volpe's official instructions 


have not yet been disseminated 
to Arkansas airports, so no Con- 
structive planning has taken 
place, yet, but officials said the 
cost eventually is likely to rest 
on the passenger. 


Airports probably will in- 


crease their landing fees—the 
amount charged to an airline 
for the privilege of landing at 
the airport—but airlines, in 
turn, arc expected to pass such 
charges on to passengers in the 
form of higher-priced tickets. 


The landing fee increase is 


one pollible alternative the 
IJttle Rock airport has to fi- 
nance the security measures, 
airport manager Bob Crisp 
said. 


He said he understood that 


the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration would furnish electronic 
equipment for screening pas- 
sengers, but that the airports 
would have the responsibility of 
operating the gear. 


"The only thing the FAA has 


provided at this point is advice 
ami criteria to go by," Crisp 
said. "So far, it's been nothing 
of a physical nature." 


However, Marion Ulmer, Jo- 


nesboro airport manager, said 
he was under the impression 
that responsibility for screening 
passengers boarding carriers 
would be upon the carriers. 


Donald Grimes, Fayetteville 


city manager, said protecting 
Drake Field from hijackers 
would be an expensive proposi- 
tion. 


He said he understood that 


costs and responsibility would 
be shared with the two airlines. 


Providing the necessary po- 


lice protection, Grimes said, 
would require two full shifts 
per clay for three officers, sev- 
en days a week. "That would 
be expensive," he said. 


Ralph Disheroon, manager of 


Hot Springs Memorial Field, 
said, "We'll have to find a way 
to pay for it." 


A patrolman is on duty at the 


Hot Springs airport during each 
flight, but he is in the lobby, 
not at the passenger checkpoint 
as required by the regulations, 
Disheroon said. 


"Washington so far has not 


told us how to pay the bills," 
he added. 


Bob Beavers, Hot Springs 


manager 
for 
Texas Inter- 


national Airlines, said he would 
be thrilled to think that police 
protection would be available 
full time. 


••I have felt that someone, a 


police officer or someone prop- 
erly trained in handling this sit- 
uation, like the sky marshals 
were trained for, was needed," 
Beavers said. 


Holland said that the cost of 


airport operation* also w»s 
complicated by the fact that 
the Aii-port D»v«kjB»«nt Act of 
1970 required airports to meet 
certain standard* of security 


fencing, fire and crash rescue 
equipment to be certified. 


At Fayetteville, for example, 


Grimes said the FIA had asked 
the city to install $27,000 worth 
of antihijack and fire protection 
equipment, plus $17,000 worth 
of fences and a $10,000 fire 
fighting foam device. 


Federal matching funds will 


be sought, he said. 


Holland said that he feared 


some airports might be unable 
to come up with the necessary 
cost to meet the standards. El 
Dorado, Jonesboro, Pine Bluff 
and Harrison all had fewer 
than 7,000 emplaining passen- 


gers in 1971. Pine Bluff had 
fewer than 5,000. 


A month ago at a conference 


with regional FAA officials In 
Fort Worth, Tex., Holland said, 
the matter of additional equip- 
ment and security personnel 
was brought up with the in- 
quiry as to whether Arkansas 
State Police might be available 
for security duty at the nine air 
carrier airports in Arkansas. 


"I indicated that if they 


would pay the State Police so 
more men could be put into it, 
I was sure they would, but that 
it couldn't be done at the 
present level of financing," 
Holland said. 


New system to be 
put to the test 
in 69th assembly 


LITTLE HOCK (AP) — Long 


critical of what they considered 
to he a weak committee sys- 
tem, members of the Arkansas 
House adopted rules in 1971 to 
overhaul and strengthen their 
committees. 


They will put the new system 


to the test for the first time 
next year in the 69th General 
Assembly. 


"For the first time in the his- 


tory of the state, the com- 
mittees will function as they 
should function," says Rep. G. 
W. "Buddy" Turner Jr. of Pine 
Bluff, the speaker-designate. 


Turner envisions that some 


legislative battles normally re- 
served for the House floor will 
be waged in committee, with 
all the attendant parliamentary 
maneuvering. He believes the 
legislation will undergo closer 
committee scrutiny and thus, 
when it reaches the floor, be of 
better quality and more widely 
understood. 


Turner and other representa-

lives believe they have finally 
put muscle into their com- 
mittees mostly by simply re- 
ducing their number—from 24 
standing committees with re- 
stricted subject jurisdiction to 
10 committees with authority 
generally over a broader range 
of legislative matters. 


Two types of committees 


were created, each with an in- 
creased membership of 20 rep- 
resentatives. There will be five 
class A committees, those 
which generally could expect to 
conduct the most business, and 
five Class B committees. The 
Class A committees will meet 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays, 
the Class B committees on 
Wednesdays. 


Entitled to belong to three 


committees under the old rules, 
representatives may now serve 
on only two. A representative 
may hold a position on only one 
of each class of committees. 


The upshot will be that repre- 


sentatives will have no conflicts 
in the meeting times of the 
committees to which they be- 
long, ridding the House of the 
old bugaboo of committees 
unable to muster quorums be- 
cause their members were at 
other meetings. 


Turner said the rules changes 


would put a premium on com- 
mittee attendance. 


In addition, Turner said, the 


new rules will require a major- 
ity vote of the committee mem- 
bership, and not just a majority 
of the quorum which prevailed 
under the old rules, to give a 
bill a "do pass" recommenda- 
tion so it may be given prefer- 
ence on the House calendar." 


Subcommittees of each of the 


standing committees may be 
created. 


The House adopted the new 


committee system in anticipa- 
tion that the Senate would ap- 
prove similar rules changes for 
that body. But the proposed 
changes in the Senate got 
caught in a late-session logjam 
in 1971. The senators Sunday 
went on record in favor of 
adoption of the new system. 


This would allow the houses 


to set up joint committees that 
£ould operate in the interim be- 
tween sessions. 


Turner said the new system 


would necessarily increase the 
power of the committee chair- 
men. The chairmanships al- 
ready have been filled strictly 
on the basis of seniority, with 
the 10 most senior members 
choosing 
which committees 


they wanted to head. 


The most senior man, 13-term 


Kep. Joel Y. Ledbetter of Little 
Rock, got the first choice, and 
he took the chairmanship of the 
Revenue and Taxation Com- 
mittee, a Class A committee. 


The other Class A chairmen 


are Ray S. Smith Jr. of Hot 
Springs, Education; J.L. Sha- 
ver of Wynne, Judiciary; Wal- 
ter Day of Blytheville, Public 
Health, Welfare and Labor and 
Ode Maddo* of Oden, Public 
Transportation. 


The Class B chairmen are 


Harry W. Carter of Little Rack, 
City, County and Local Affairs;

N. Vietnam 
target of 
B52 raids

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. B52s 


made one of their most concen- 
tratad bombing attacks against 
North Vietnam Wednesday and 
today, blasting a big enemy 
truck park just above the de- 
militarised sone with more than 
MO tons of high eiplosives. 


About 
20 Stratofortresses 


dropped their bombs on a 
Jungle area around the little 
town of Ben Quang. where con- 
voys of North Vietnamese sup- 
ply trucks were concealed be- 
neath the trees, the U.S. Com- 
mand reported. 


Nine more BSZs struck within 


four miles of the truck park, 
hitting tons of military supplies 
awaiting transport to SouUi 
Vietnamese battkfronts. 


U.& sources reported moun- 


tain passes feeding the Ho Chi 
Mian Trail through Laos have 
been virtually blocked by ear- 
lier air raids and the main 
rpnmmnMt supply route has 
been diverted to the DMZ. 


The number of trucks in the 


Ben Quang Park, about six 
miles above the DMZ and close 
to the coast, was not reported 
but it was described as a "very 
heavy concentration." 


Six other B52 strikes zeroed 


in one enemy supply caches in 
the DMZ and nearly 40 were 
flown against troop concentra- 
tions and supplies in Quang Tri 
province, just below the demar- 
cation line. A total of about 60 
strikes were flown in South 
Vietnam. 


The U.S. Command reported 


that its fighter-bombers flew 90 
air strikes in the North Vietna- 
mese panhandle Wednesday. 


South Vietnamese infantry 


occupied several enemy rocket 
sites seven miles from Saigon 
and found the bodies of 30 
North Vietnamese gunners who 
bombarded Tan Son Nhut Air 
Base Wednesday. 


The Communist troops were 


killed by helicopter gunships 
and fighter-bomber strikes. 


Sharp fighting erupted in 


South Vietnam's northernmost 
province.

UTTLE ROCK (AP) - It 


was recommended Wednesday 
that the state Board for Voca- 
tional Education seek an addi- 
tional 12.5 million in the first 
year of the 1973-75 btennium 
and $3 million in the second 
year for secondary vocational 
programs. 


That recommendation came 


from the Arkansas Advisory 
Council for Vocational-Techni- 
cal Education. 


Lanny W. Hassell, executive 


director of the council, said 
vocational education in the cur- 
rent fiscal year received about 
f 1.5 million, or about 1 per cent 
of the total state educational 
budget. 


The council also called for 


dissolution of the state Board 
for Vocational Education and 
the creation of a separate au- 
tonomous Board of Occupation- 
al Education with its own direc- 
tor. 


This new board would be on 


the same level as the Board of 
Higher Education. 


The council, which serves 


only in an advisory capacitiy to 
the governor, said Arkansas 
could 
take 
advantage 
of 


recently enacted federal legis- 
lation affecting vocational edu- 
cation if a separate and equal 
state Board of Occupational 
Education were created. At 
present, the state Board of 
Education also serves at the 
Board of Vocational Education. 


The council also recommend- 


ed that Arkansas participate in 
the new federal Vocational 
Education program and to seek 
federal assistance provided for 
under it.

By going to the 
moon, man learns 
more about earth 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — By going to the moon, 
man learns more about the 
earth. 


This is one reason for the 


Apollo 17 mission. 


Christopher C. Kraft Jr., di- 


rector of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Adminis- 
tration's Manned Spacecraft 
Center, has said missions to the 
moon have been "to learn 
about the earth as much as to 
learn about the moon." 


The flights have helped an- 


swer questions about how and 
when the earth was formed, 
differences between earth and 
moon, and why the earth 
evolved and developed. 


A better understanding of the 


earth and the solar system 
will make possible better 
utilization of the space environ- 
ment. 


Apollo 17's scientific 
ex- 


periments are designed to re- 
fine the knowledge from earlier 
space flights and to gain new 
information. 


Lunar studies have estab- 


lished that, contrary to pre- 
vious scientific opinion, the 
process of planetary formation 


was not a gentle, cool one, but 
fiery and violent. 


Apollo 17 will land Monday in 


the Taurus Uttrow aiea of the 
moon which is covered by a 
dark layer, thought perhaps to 
be volcanic ash covering old 
rockmarks. 


If the layer is volcanic ash, 


the geologic activity on the 
moon continued later than sci- 
entists have thought. 


This might be determined 


soon after astronauts Harrison 
H. Schinitt and Eugene A. Cer- 
nan take the first of three sev- 
en-hour walks planned during 
the 75-hour visit to the moon's 
surface. 


Schmitt holds a doctorate in 


geology and is the first profes- 
sional scientist to be aboard a 
space flight. His visual obser- 
vation may rather quickly es- 
tablish whether the dark layer 
is indeed ash. 


Rocks collected on three pre- 


vious moon landings have been 
shown to be around 3 to 4 bil- 
lion years old. Scientists esti- 
mate that the planet was 
formed from clouds of dust or 
gas about 4.6 billion years ago 
and died, geologically, at a 
young age.
